T rooper Francis L. Haley, and adm it­ 
ted ro b b e r of the Abbottstown State 
Bank, Sa t through the first hearing, 
ealm and composed, in the sta te ’s case 
against him, yesterday afternoon be­ 
r n e Justice Hill. holding court in the 
parlors of the jail. 
H artm an was held for the Janu ary 


t e r m of court, where he will stand 
tr ial for robbery of the bank and the 


k i l l i n g of Trooper Haley. 
Visited By Wife 
Tire defendant remained composed 
throughout the hearing. 
He listened 
intently to each witness’ testim ony. 
When addressed by District Attorney 
Butt and 'Squire Hill, he replied in 
curt responses, direct and abrupt. 
At On- conclusion of the hearing, 
i,•turning to his cell, he asked for a 
cigarette, which he smoked just out­ 
do the jolt •corridor door. 
Ha it man stated that he had been 
visited by his wife, his brother, his 
■ (godfather and a cousin, but did not 
divulge any information relative to 


1 ii,, nature of their visit, insofar as it 
pertained to tho obtaining of counsel 
his defense. 
The prisoner wore the 
ame pair of khaki jum pers that he 
w a' given wTien he entered the jail * 
ex ural weeks ago. 
Only three witnesses were called by 
the state in seeking to have H artm an 
held for the January term of court. 
The hearing was more a m a tte r o f ! 
form than of active argum ent. 
Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Butt called H. F. S tam ­ 
baugh, cashier of 
the 
Abbottstown 
hank, which was robbed. G. F. John­ 
son, golf professional a t CraeffenlHiig 
Inn, in front of which, H artm an ad­ 
mitted he shot and killed the state 
trooper, and Sergeant Dahlstrom. 
Details Of Robbery 
Mr. Stam baugh related the details 
r f the bank hold-up, repeating the con­ 
versation th at took place between the 
bandit 
and 
himself and the manner 
in which the robbery was executed. 
Mr. Johnson testified as to the m u r­ 
der of Haley. 
The w itn ess said that 
he was standing at the side of the 
road at the time, but did not see the 
active shooting. 
He identifies!, to the « 
best of his knowledge, H artm an as the 
man who drove the touring car, from 
which the bullet th a t killed Haley was 
firr d. 
He told of how the trooper ap­ 
proached the machine, then the shot 
was fired, and of the State policeman 
driving his motorcycle to the side of 
the road, crying, “ I’m shot, get that 
man.” 
Has No Counsel 
H artm an was asked by the court if 
he wished to question any of the 
witnesses to which he applied in the 
negative. 
The defendant was then 
asked if he had secured counsel to de­ 
fend him, and he replied, “ Not as yet. ’ 
Ho did not indicate w hether an a t ­ 
tem pt was being made to obtain a t­ 
torneys to defend him at the Janu ary 
term of court. 
District Attorney Butt then read a 
prepared petition to H artm an in which 
the defendant, if he chooses, may pe­ 
tition 
the court for not m ore than 
two attorneys to defend his case. The 
prisoner was informed of the Pennsyl­ 
vania law in this respect, th a t a man 
tried for m urder m ust be represented 
by counsel. 
He w'as told that if he 
did not have the means to employ 
counsel 
he could use the prepared 
petition, which would be presented 
some time next week. 
Sergeant Dahlstrom testified as to 
his p art In tfie case, after Hartman 
had surrendered to Reading officials.

Pinehot’s 
proclamation 
Friday closing the state to hunting 
until 
sunrise 
November 
6, unless 
rain fell in sufficient quantity in any 
area to insure against forest fires, 
placed a dam per upon the hopes of 
sportsm en in G ettysburg and Adams 
county, approxim ately 3,BOO of them 
having anticipated a d a y ’s sport on 
the opening of the season. 
Leo Bushman, county gam e w ar­ 
den, this morning said th a t he had re ­ 
ceived telephone calls throughout the 
night, telling him th a t enough rain 
had falloff ftf Adam - e e u o ty -to -pro-- 
tect forests from the dangei of a con­ 
flagration. 
Mr. Bushman imm ediate­ 
ly got in touch with the fo re st w a n 
'dens at Caledonia and from them re* 
ceived 
the 
information 
that 
the 
mountains 
were 
protected 
against 
the clanger of forest fires by the rain 
during the night. 
W arden Advised 
Offic ials in the bureau of fire pro­ 
tection and the State G am e Commis­

Hearty Endorsement of Bond Is­ 
sue Is Heard in G ettysburg; 
Expect Large Majority. 


A distinct sentiment in 
favor 
of 
the passage of the proposed 
bond 
issue of 855,000 for a new sewage 
treatm ent plant for 
G ettysburg 
is 
being heard from every quarter, and 
those supporting passage of the boud 
issue expect a majority large enough 
to convince the “doubting Thomases” 
that the people of G ettysburg really 
have civic pride. 
This sentim ent in favor of the pas­ 
sage of the bond issue was brought 
about largely 
through the issuance 
by Frank R. Peck man, president of 
the borough council, of a statem ent 
in which he sets forth 
figures 
to 
show how the bond issue will be paid 
off and the am ount of fixed charges 
necessary annually to meet interest 
charges and to retire certain blocks 
of the bonds. 
Bond Market Good 
President 
Beekman declares that 
the market for 
municipal 
improve. 
merit bonds, such as are proposed for 
Gettysburg, 
Is 
particularly 
easy, 
money being plentiful, 
and 
dealers 
in that style of security anxious to 
give a prem ium on the purchase of 
an issue. 
It is estim ated by 
Mr. 
Packman 
that 
thirty-year 
bonds, bearing 4*4 
per 
cent 
interest, 
can 
be 
floated 
easily and w ithout any appreciable 
increase 
in 
the taxes of 
property 
owners here. 
Fixed 
charges 
to 
meet interest 
payments on the loan and bond re­ 
tirement costs will amount to $3,450 
annually, or the equivalent of 
I 'a 
mills on the present valuation, which 
is known to be short due to certain 
errors 
uncovered 
recently 
at 
the 
county commissioners office. 
Retirement Features 
Retirement of the bonds is a rra n g ­ 
ed so that larger numbers of bonds 
will be retired near the end of the 
30-year period. 
For the first seven 
years only $1,000 worth of bonds will 
In* retired annually; during the next 
eight years, $1,500; during the next 
nine years, 
$2,000 
worth of bonds 
will la- retired annually; during the 
next three years, $2,500 worth 
an­ 
nually; during the next three years, 
$3,000 worth annually, and in the 
thirtieth year, $1,500 worth of bonds 
will be retired. 
O perating Cost Small 
Sewage treatm ent plant engineers 
have estim ated 
that 
the 
operating 
cost of the proposed plant will exceed 
very little that 
of 
the 
present in­ 
adequate system , and that, therefore, 
the operating expenses can be met 
out of the current revenue of the 
borough. 
The borough 
already 
employs 
a 
man on a part-tim e arrangem ent to 
look after the present plant, and it 
is 
stated 
authoritatively 
that 
this 
some employe can look afte r the pro­ 
posed plant. 
Borough officials are hoping to he 
able to float the bond issue without 
laying a special tax 
for that pur­ 
pose. 
This they 
hope 
will be ac­ 
complished by the income from taxes 
on improvements and new buildings 
which are expected to bt* extended 
along York and Hanover streets to a 
point nearer Rock Creek than is now 
possible 
because 
of 
the 
offensive 
itdors constantly 
arising 
from 
the 
stream. 
The 
proposed 
sewage 
disposal 
plant w’ill be 
erected 
southeast of 
town on a plot of ground which is 
said to belong to the National park,

The sewage treatm ent plant under 
consideration is to be of the latest 
type, 
although 
not 
equipped 
with 
sprinkler filter beds. 
However, these 
appliances can bt* added at any time 
in the future w ithout impairing the 
usability or effectiveness of any part 
of the plant. 
The plant is guaranteed to remove 
all fetal m atter from the borough’s 
sewage and turn into Rock (’reek an 
effluent which is almost colorless and 
entirely odorless. 
Any color which 
exists in the effluent will be quickly 
absorbed w’hen it comes into contact 
with water, the engineers say, thus 
eliminating the color and odor which 
now* combine in Rock ( reek to make 
i it the most polluted stream in this

Russian Executioner Has Put to 
Death Thousands, Because 
It Was His Duty. 


BIRTHDAY PARTY 
IS HELD FRIDAY 


Tiflis, Russia.—One of the most re­ 
markable and notorious characters in 
Russia is a Russian-German named 
Nicholas Shuman, who is called “the 
Commissar of D eath” by the natives 
of Georgia. 
He derives this sinister 
title from the fact that for a long’, 
time he was the official executioner 
of the dreaded 
Cheka 
in southern 
Russia. 
His victims ran 
into 
the 
thousands. 
Shuman is now remorseful for all 
the heads he has cleaved, 
and 
has 
turned from 
human 
butchering to 
rug-selling in the bazaars of Tiflis. 
He may be seen any day hawking his 
wares to American or other foreign 
visitors to the Georgian capital. He 
is easily identified by the natives by 
the fact that his harsh, determined 
face is marked by a deep scar, the re­ 
sult of a violent attack made upon 
him with a huge iron spike by an 
aggrieved 
Georgian whose 
friends 
Shuman had put to death. 
“I killed these people,” said Shu­ 
man to the correspondent, "because 
it was my duty as official executioner j 
for the government to do so. 
I could 
never have 
done it in 
my personal 
capacity. 
I am repentant and want

Franklin Menpre* was born 
and reared on bis father’s 
farm at M enses’ Mills, Pa*

During the 
fall of 1898 h e was Appointed 
a lecturer in connection with 
the Dept. of Agriculture of 
Pa. and Agricultural Botany. 
To both of these subjects he 
had devoted much study.

Farmer’s Institute work he 
was appointed, 1903, to assist 
in collecting and arranging the 
Pa. Agricultural E x h i b i t 
Louisiana Purchase 
Exhibit 
at St. Louis. Mo., and during 
1904 he had charge of the E x­ 
hibit. 
After the exhibit had 
been dismantled Mr. Menges 
returned to Pa. and resumed 
the lecturing at Farmer’s In­ 
stitutes; this work he con­ 
tinued until it was abolished. 


He then moved to his farm 
in West Manchester Town­ 
ship, York Co., Pa., where he 
now' resides.

N. B. Critchfield, Secretary of 
Agriculture of Pennsylvania, 
Dr. Menges made a survey of 
the Geoglogical origin of the 
soils of Pennsylvania and also 
their crop adaption which oc­ 
cupied much of his time for 
five or six years.
